A FAILURE AND ITS LESSONS. 


THE trade was surprised a few weeks since to 


hear of the failure of Mr. Geo. J. Swayne, of | 


Brooklyn, who had succeeded four years ago, on 
the death of his father, Mr. W. W. Swayne, to his 
well-known business. This book-store was almost 
the only one of general importance in Brooklyn, 
though there are several second-hand shops of 
some enterprise and two or three small stocks of 
books in connection with stationery and other 
interests. Yet Brooklyn is a place of 600,000 
people. Many Brooklyn book-buyers make their 
purchases in New York (largely because they do 
not find attractive shops at home), but deducting 
these, there remain a considerable number of 
people liable to buy books under sufficient tempta- 
tion. It is also true that in Brooklyn the com- 


petition of dry-goods houses has been pushed to | 
an extreme extent, there being three large and | 


enterprising establishments which have a book- 
ail li ° ' ‘ 
cepartment, but again these deal chiefly in the 


cheaper lines of certain publishers, and do not |

and the destruction of the educational retail trade, 
were the causes of the failure. 

It came out at the creditors’ meeting, however, 
that there were other causes less general than 
these. Several of those present who lived in 
Brooklyn mentioned that they had often en- 
deavored to buy books at Mr. Swayne’s store, and 
had been told that the book desired would be got 
from the publishers next day, and the assignee 
himself stated that a large number of unfilled 
orders were on the hook at the time of the assign- 
ment. Moreover, through a considerable num- 
ber of people had been employed in the store, 
the bibliographical information was scanty, and 
buyers were for the most part obliged to supply 
their own book-knowledge ; nor were the attend- 
ants as ready and agreeable as they might be. In

The fact that, in spite of these 
d‘sadvantages, the business amounted to $50,000 
a year, showed tha® a really good book-store, 
well administered, could be made to pay in Brook- 
| lyn, despite trade demoralization and dry-goods 
competition. It seems to us that this is the les- 
son of the failure as regards the retail trade. 
But the failure also included a suggestion for 
the wholesale trade. The day before the assign- 


ment, Mr, Swayne executed to Mr. John J]. Far- 
| rel, of Albany, his wife’s uncle, who had pro- 
cured for him loans amounting to $5370, a 
chattel mortgage covering everything connected 
with the store—good-will, fixtures, stock, and book 
accounts—with power to purchase and sell at 
public or private sale. A private sale was at 
once made, for the amount of this debt, to Mrs. 
W. W. Swayne, widow of the former proprietor 
and mother ofthe bankrupt. This left less than 
a thousand dollars, at inventory rate, to satisfy 
| general claims exceeding ten thousand dollars, 
and Mr. Farrell has offered to pay the creditors 
| ten cents cash on the dollar to keep the business 
| uninterrupted in the hands of Mrs. Swayne. We 
have much doubt whether such a settlement 
ought, in the interests of commercial morality, 
to be accepted, unless Mrs. Swayne will under- 
take to devote at least a portion of profits of busi- 
ness in the future to increasing this dividend.
